Commercial and Financial. 


THE NEW CHIEF OF THE TREAS- 
URY. 

Hccu McCouriioven was nominated by 

Fresident Lincoln, on the Oth of March, 

to the office of Secretary of the Treasury, 

as successor to Mr. Fessenden, who has 

returned to his old place as chairman 

of the Committee on Finance, and was 

immediately confirmed without a dissent- 

ing voice. The appointment of .Mr. Mc- 

Cullovgh was not a surprise to the peo- 

ple; and, though it is said that there 

was an attempt to prejudice the Sen- 

ate against him by some personal enemy, 

we have not heard a whisper of complaint 

against him, nor seen a word in print dis- 

epproving ef his appointment. In truth, 

his ncmination to the «ffice was called for 

by the public voice, because he was be- 

lieved to be eminently qualified for the 

poritien ; and he may be said to be the only 

chief of the firareial department of the 

Corerrment who owed his appointment 

rolely to his qualifcations, for the office. 

Fappily for him and for the public inter- 

este, he is unknown to the country a3 a 
politician, and he enters upon the discharge 
ef his duties free from ‘he embarrassments 
which Lave hampered and annoyed his pre- 
de errors, from being compelled to devote 
the time needed for the administration of 
bis effairs to the demorulizing duties a'tend- 
ant upon the distribution of the patronage 
of his department, He finds every office 
filed with devoted friends of the Govern- 
ment, the most of whom have becomes 
femilicer with their duties, and there can be 
but few chances to be made. Herein he 
pereesscs a gieat advantage over his pre- 
dccesscrB, especially so as regards Secre- 
tery Chase, who entered upon tke duties of 
bis office surrounded not only by enemies 
to the Administration, but traitors to the 
Covernrment itself Mr. McCullongh, too, 
has the advantage of having been educa‘e! 
to the reepensible anties cf his office by fill- 
ing the place of Comwp'reller of the Cur- 
rercy, wherein he gaine! the confidence of 
the benking interests of the country, whoze 
evpport ie ao necessary to him; he finds, 
too, ma‘vred at bi: hands, a system of taxa- 
tion adequate to the rreqt necessities of the 
hour, ond a Joyal, vzited people, whose will- 
ingners to bear the burdens imposed upou 
them is nesured. He finds, too, an ang- 
menting treasury, and a hopefal prospect 
of an immediately decreasing expenditure. 
With edvantages like these, almost any man 
cf ordinary besiness habits might be ex- 
pected to conduct our finances with credit ; 
but when to these advantages he brings ad- 
rhiristrative talents of the highest order, 
large experience as a financier, and an hon- 
est purpoze, it is no wonder that his in- 
duction into cffice acted at once like a tonic 
upon tke public credit. and sent down the 
ates of gold in Wall street. His brief 
speech to the chief men of his department 
in Woskirgton, on his entering his offic2, 
was ro full of good sen’. so clearly indica- 
tive of the right man havine at last got into 
the right place, that he public felt, on rea4- 
ing it, as Sidney Smith did when he exc 
claimed, after spending an evening wich 
Moeeanlay, “What a thing it is to mest 
a euperior man!” Mr. McCullough is 
krown to be in favor of a reduction of 
our greenback currency. and a return to 
epeci+ payments at the earliest day possible ; 
end the convic‘ion on the part of the public 
tLat he has the energy and capacity to carry 
out bis views will have the best effect in 
reconding his endeavors. We may be sure 
that the turning-point of our financial 
troubles has been reached, and that hence- 
forth the country will steadily advance 
toward that point to which, next to the com- 
plete overthrow of he rebel armies, we 
have been so anxiously looking—the re- 
kumption of specie payments. We do no‘ 
share in the fears of some of our daily 
coterrporaries that this will come too rapidly. 


THE SAVANNAH COTTON. 


A acon Ceal of anxiety is very naturally 
entertained by the commercial public to 
know what disposition I+ to be made by the 
Coverrment of the thirty thousand bales of 
cotten captured by Gen. Sherman at Savan- 
nab. Of one thing we are certain: the 
greater part of it isnow safely stored in our 
tarbor, and it must before long be put upon 
the market. The qnes‘tion of ownership is 
not one the public can now discus ; it is 
the presumptive property of the Govern- 
ment bv right of conqest, and if any part 
rightfully belongs to loyal citizens who 
have rot vitiated their claims by giving aid 
to the rebels, the true place for the consid- 
eration of their richts will be before onr Ie- 
gal tribunals, and there we may safely trast 
them. But the duty of the Government, it 
strikes us, is to put the cotton upon the 
market at the earliest possible moment, not 

rly that the highest price may be realize 
from it, but that the people may derive the 
berefits from its influence upon the general 
merket. Opinions are divided among mer- 
centile men as fo the policy of disposing of 
the cotton here, or of sending 1t abroad ; 
but we presume that the serise of the co:n- 
munity will be decidedly in favor of its be- 
ing sold here, and left to drift into the nat- 
ural channels of trade. The one argument 
in favor of sending it abroad is, that it will 
give the Government some fifteen millions 
of gold; but the Government does not need 
gold, and, if it did, the cotton can as reatily 
be sold for gold in New York as in Liver- 
pool. The men who would purchase it 
there will purchase it through their agents 
here ; it will be a dangerous precedent for 
the Government to enter into the business 
of shipping cotton. Let its hands be kept 
as free as possible from ell mercantile 
transactions which bring it into competi- 
tion with private enterprise. If the cot- 
ton were to be shipped to Liverpool, it 
would be sixty days before it could be sold, 
and, inthe meanwhile, the capture of Mobile, 
or seme other military success, might depre- 
ciate the valve fifty per cent., and the claim- 
ants of the property would Insist in being 
paid the price which it would have brought 
if sold when it was first.landed here. Be- 
sides, the cotton is needed at home for the 
use of cur own manufacturers, who are still

large Importers ;' and, if it were sent to a 


foreign market, a considerable part of it 
would, of necessity; have to be re-importe1 ; 
the additional cost of two transportation: 
ecrors the Atlantic, and the various charges 
for town and dock dues, storsre and 
brokerages, and commissions to Liver- 
poo] merchants and London bankers, piled 
upon it—all of which have to come out of 
the pockets of our own laboring people. It 
can hardly be the policy of our Govern- 
ment to grant such a boon to the secession 
&) mpathizers of Liverpool as the shipm:nt 
cf #0 great an amount of cotton to that port 
would prove to its trading community. 
We nced the immediate benefits of it at 
bore. If put upon the market now, it 
would produce some twenty or more mfl- 
lions of dollars. The speculators in gold 
would be very glad to have the Sivannah 
cotton shipped to Liverpool by our Govern- 
ment; but every loyal merchant will hold 
up h‘s hand in favor of its being sold at the 
earliest moment at home.

MONEY MARKET. 


A rawic has ¢revailed in the gold, stock, 
and goods, and produce markets, all 
the week. Gold fell under its influence to 
147 1-2, and tough the price rose again to 
156 it fell on Monday to 158 8-4, with a clear 
proepect of another decline. The successes 
of our armies improve our credit, and what- 
ever improves credit diminishes the pre- 
mitm on gold so long as our paper money 
is not materially increased. Monsy is ac- 
cumulating ; but loans are being curtailed 
from want of confidence. The rate is 7 
per cent. The demand for 7.80 per cent. 
Trenevry notes is very active. They have 
become the favorite investment. Other 
goverrment tecurities gave way during the 
week, under a pressure to raise money on 
the part of the holders, but have since risen 
again, and are very strong. The general 
stock market, which declined last week 
under a panic, partially recovered on Mon- 
day. The subscriptions to the 7-39 per 
cent. U. 8. loan amonnt to an average of 3 
millicn’ per day, and the cir-ula‘ion of the 
new Nations] Banks increases at-the sams 
rate. The latent wealth of the country is 
immense, and the varios grganizations for 
developing it are working assidiosly to 
that end. The State of Nevals is being 
made to yield its silver, as Coloralo its 
gold, to add to our stock of precious me‘als. 
Ctr imports arermall. Our exports large, 
and the shfpment of gold is for the present 
stopped, thonzh the exchanze to ses ex- 
rrees the opinion that it will be rev1medin 
afew weeks. Foreign exchange is dull; 
but bills are not more than sufficient for the 
dull aemand. Bills on London, 1291199 1-2 
per cent.

Tre market for all descriptions of goods 
was never so depressed, and prices never 
fo werk, after a decline, while un»rece- 
dented in rapidity and amount. Bavers 
act with reluctance and ondy for imme- 
diate wants. A further decline has taken 
place in prints, without materially tacreas- 
ing the demand, and yet pri es have a 
down ward tendency ; for raw cotton ha; 4- 
clined toa point at which new fabrics can 
be produced at still lower rates. Brown 
shirtings end sheetines ave rather scarce, 
but the demand is light and prices weak. 
Pleected gocds are m low demani and 
prices favor buyers. Denims are scare 
and steady. Ticks are in good deman} 
and frm. Yelaines have greatly declined 
in price. Holder: are quite cager to get 
rid of stock. and make gveat sacrifices. 
Fancy cassimeres share in the general de- 
pression. The demand is light and nrices 
lower, without. however, the same purpose 
to ell as is scen in cotton goods. Meltons 
are in good demand. Kerseys are dull. 
Satinets inactive. Beavers are without in- 
quiry. Foreign gools have declined with 
the fall In gold. but buyers are few. The 
demand is for good grades of silk. Black 
doeskine, coatings, and broadcloths at fair 
prices in gold. Theimports are sot two- 
thirds of last ceason’s. The auc:ion sales 
held have proved very unsa'isfactory. 
Large lines of goods were withdrawn, o3- 
pecially of French goods. The value of 
last week's imports was only $925,663, not 
cne-half of the value of the imports in the 
‘corresponding week of last year. A short 
consumption of goods is inevitable this S@1- 
son, and dealers throughout the country on 
this anticipation buy sparingly. Prices. it is 
felt, must still wane considerably, and 
stocks are kept down to the lowest point 
consistent with doing business at all.
